BY 5 Geo. IV. c. 55. die British Acts for securing the Duties on Leather were 
extended to Ireland. 

BY 9 Anne, c. 11. s. 16. the Tanner, Tawer or Dresser of Hides in Oil, is required, 
within two days after the taking out of the Wooze Mill or Liquor Oil, or other mate- 
rials wherein Hides shall have been tanned, tawed or dressed, of any Hides or Skins, 
and before the carring away the same from the usual place where such Hides or Skins 
are or shall be usually dried, make true Entry, with the proper Officer or Officers, of 
the Number and Quality of the Hides and Skins taken out to be dried, and shall verify 
such entry on Oath, which Oath any Justice of the Peace, or Collector, or Supervisor, 
is empowered to administer.
